A LETTER. FRO: ATHENS, 


Relatives of William H. Gile, pro-

Athens, Greece, dated October 8. The

“Perhaps it may be of interest to 
you for me to give a little account of 
our trip, since leaving Andover, Sep- 
tember 15. We left Boston on the 
morning of the 16th, on the Cunard §. 
8S. ‘‘Ivernia.”’ ‘We had a very pleas- 
ant passage arriving in Liverpool on 
Wednesday, September 24, where a 
special took all of those who wished to 
go, on to London, ‘We immediately ar- 
ranged our trip for an eastern tour,

“So much could bé said of Constanti- 
nople that we would: weary of it, but 
as I have not time and space, let me 
say briefly, if one wishes to carry 
away pleasant memories_of-Constanti- 
nople he should approach the city on a 
good steamer of a fine afternoon, com- 
ing through the Bosporus all present a 
Horn, and the Bosporus, all present a 
picture, truly grand to-look upon. But 
how vastly.different.when you land and 
attempt to cross the bridge, which sep- 
arates Old-Stamboul_from__ the _new 
part, calléd Pera. . Here you encounter 
a motley crowd of Turks, Greeks, Bar- 
barians, Arnrenians, Bedoutns, and in 
fact almost every nationality. on. the 
face of the globe; donkeys and dogs by 
the hundreds, for the dog is held sacred 
in Constantinople, and is believed ‘by 
the people to have a soul; so no one 
ever kills a dog. Here is the reason 
for thousands to run. loose in_ the 


shades, and colors, all~-sizes and “in 
many different breeds. And during 
all hours of the night they howl! and 
bark until you think Bedlam is let 
loose. Then the streets are filthy, nar- 
row and crowded, so as you turn from 
one street into another it , looks as 
though it would be impossible to get 
through, but your driver will yell and 
crack his whip and you go right into 
the crowd. It gives way and you pass 
through without killing any one, al- 
though it looks as though you ‘would. 
So much for Oriental Constantinople, 
but let us leave it with its nine hun- 
dred thousand souls, as we did on Sat- 
urday morning with the bright sun 
shining on domes and Minarets. For- 
get its filth, its thousand of dogs, and 
the vast heterogeneous mass of human- 
ity and sail through the Bosporus, pas? 
through the Dardanelles, the Sea of 
Marmora and on out into’ the Aegean 
sea, to the shores of Greece, to land at 
Piraeus, thence to Athens, via Camage. 

“We are pleased with the Hotel 
D’Angleterre, our rooms overlooking 
the Plaza, the King’s palace, where the 
band plays every evening. But how 
different is Athens from Constantino- 
ple; here there is an air of cleanli- 
ness, and order and quiet. We have 
visited all the places of interest here, 
but still linger on, and don't know 
when we will leave. Athens is so full 
of interesting things, and so much of 
which dates back IB. C.. As you visit 
the Parthenon, which was completed in 
438 B. C., and which is considered by 
architects, even-in its ruined condition, 
to be the-most perfect building, archi- 
tecturally, in the world) vou seem to be 
living in the past, forgetting the pres- 
ent. Then from the walls of the 
Acropolis you look away to Mars hill, 
where Paul preached to the Athenians. 
A little further on we see the prison 
where Socrates was confined and where 
he drank the bitter and fatal cup, and 
soil might go on for hours, but time 
forbids, so I will stop right here, and 
say good night.”

A. L. Fulkerson, instructor of manual 
trainig at the High school, was the 


reader. at Tuesday night's reg=—+ 
ular monthly meeting of the 
Master’s' club ~ which was held 
in the parlor of Hotel Bruns- 


wick. The reading of the paper was 
followed by the usual general discus- 
sion of the subject, many of the school- 
masters taking part, programs for the 
year were distributed, “and the meet- 
ing was brought to a close in the usual 
way by the serving of a light lunch, 
Mr, Fulkerson’s subject was “When 
and Why Pupils Leave School; How to 
Promote Attendance in Higher Grades.’ 
Figures, tables, diagrams and statis- 
tics were used in abundance by the 
reader to bear out and explain state- 
ments which he made. There was 
much data which Mr, Fulkerson was 
unable to obtain owing to the short- 
ness of the time. From what he had,. 
however, he found that more pupils 
leave school between the 7th and 8th 
grades and the 8th and 9th grades than 
at any. other period of school life. 
“The loss,’’ Wwe said, ‘is _ distributed 
more or less over all of'the grades, but 


_the percentage of loss.is greater: genase. 
eader 


the oldest puptis."” “Here the 
submitted figures from the St. Louis 
school statistics, 

Continuing the reader said: 

“By looking at the figures for Law- 
rence this year we find that of 1309 
enrolled in grade one that there are 
only 6001 in the seventh and only 352 
in the eigthth. The conditions in St. 
Louts and and Lawrence are entirely 
different which would account for the 
better showing for Lawrence. ‘For 
disappeared is. too great. 

These figures answer partially-the 
question, ‘When do pupils leave 
school?’ . : 

“To answer the question why pupils 
leave school is a little bit harder. There 
are few or no cities in this country 
where the attendance is what it Is 
desired to be. 

“The effect upon the communities 
and therefore thé country in general 
can easily be imagined, too little edu- 
cation, dnd a comparatively low grade 
of *pwhlic intelligence. 

“The causes for which pupils leave 
school of course would be different 
in different sections of the country 


where social conditions.and laws are 


different. As one has said, ‘individuals 
act. from. mixed. motives*-and where 
one comes to account for a popular 
movement the complexity of motives 
often baffles all Analysis. It would be 
impossible to give all thé causes or 
explain all the phenomena of, school 
attendance for.this or any other city. 

“There is one common excuse for 
dropping out of scho 
It probabiy appttes” 
city of Lawrence as to any other place. 
So long as poverty stricken people 
from other countries are allowed to 
come among us we may have this ex- 
cuse to deal with. So long as cities 
have such a large share of wage earn- 
ing people, just so-long will those.cit- 


jes have a comparatively poor attend- 


ance In their schools, "Thére are many 
parents who think that the paltry sum 
the child may earn is better than at- 
tendance at the public schools. 

I suspect that in- many such cases 
the excuse of poverty-.is often. made 
a cover for criminal neglect onthe 
part of the parents or a feeling of dis- 
content on-the part of the child. Dis- 
content in one. may provoke disinterest 
in another. It woula not do to say 
that many are forced out of school 


is a certain deatn rate, a certain 
amount of pinching poverty and a cer- 
tain amount of incapacity which prac- 
tically shuts out some pupils. 

“Summing up all these causes we 
may conclude that the prime causes 
for the abnormal withdrawals are: 
First, a lack of interest on the part 
of the parents of a just appreciation 
of the value of the education now offer- 
ed, and a dissatisfaction that we do 
not offer. instruction and training ot 
a more practical character. 

“The pupils become tired of the 
work they have in hand and as they 
see nothing more attractive for the 
future in the schools they become dis- 
contented and neglectful, failure of 
course follows, they get behind and 
finally drop out all together. As for 
the boys from 12 to 15 years old, there 
discontent is not unnatural, They are 
conscious of growing powers, pas- 
sions and tastes which I fear is not 
always recognized by the school. The 
confinement and restraint of the school 
room and grounds is irksome. Many 
of the things they are required to do 
seem petty and trivial, and freqyent 
repititions make them in\ol- 
erable, . 

“The interest which ¢ontrols th 
does not lie in committing to memoty 
the printed page. Nor even arithmet 
can make them forget the tedium o 
the school hours. 
things with their own hands; they de- 
sire to test the strength of materials 
and the magnitude of forces; to match 
their cunning with the cunning of no- 
ture and of practical men, This ap- 
plies almost as equally well to girls 
as to boys. It is the belief and conclu- 
sion of careful observers of educational 
progress that such boys and girls may 
be saved to the school and to the com- 
munity by manual training and domes- 
tic science, and art in the school cur- 
riculum, and by the offer of a high 
school training sulted to their tastes 
and situated conveniently near. 

“The dissatisfaction of parents 
springs from several sources. A parent 
counts the time he loses by his boy 
being in school, after he is able tu 
earn money. ~It is the duty of teach- 
ers to cultivate through the pupils in 
the parent a broader view of educa- 
tion. 

“Put into the lower grades some fun- 
damental work in manual training, 
make it lead to a more advanced and 
completer course in the higher grades, 

“Massachusetts is already doing 
something toward this end. In thous-~ 
ands of homes boys and girls are talk- 
ing about those exercises. What. do 
the parents think of them? Are these 
lessons likely to prove valuable sub- 
jectively in mental growth in the dl- 
rection of correct observation and 
sound judgement; in- the formation of 
habits of system, precision and hon- 
esty; and in the acquisition of execu- 
tive skill—objectively in the know- 
ledge the pupils gain of very practical 
affairs, and incidentally in the new In- 
terest with which the whole program 
of the school is invested? Would

The semi-annual meeting of the Ando- 
ver Conference was held Tuesday of this 
week with the Free'church- of this-place, 
sessions occurring in the afternoon and

“Missions” in “the afternoon and 
“Christians” in the evening were the 
> special topics of the conference. The 
different speakers on the afternoon topic 
presented many new ideas which were 
“talked over and further explained, during 
} the open discussion which followed. 
Ample preparations were madé by the 
Free church for the reception of the 
delegates and the conference passed off 
very pleasantly. Joseph A. Smart had 
the general oversight of the arrange- 
ments. 


| were welcomed by a reception committee 
and then given in charge of the young 
lady ushers to be shown toaseat. The 
front of the church, particularly the pul- 
pit, was handsomely decorated with 
autumn leaves, ferns, and chrysanthe- 
mums, arranged by Miss Helen Ritchie 
and Miss Annie-Smart. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock the conference 
was organized by the choice of James 
G. Buttrick of Lowell as chairman. 
A. W. Burnham of Lowell filled his cus- 
tomary position as scribe. 

After the organization had been com- 
pleted, the scribe read the report of the 
last conference, which was accepted. A 
business committee was elected, consis- 
ting of Rev. Robert W. Dunbar, North 
Chelmsford, A. C. Russell, Lowell, ‘and 
Rev. W. E. Wolcott, Lawrence.

If 
the world knew how the world’s people 
were hungering for the gospel they 
would be willing to help them get it. 

Miss Alice M. Kyle, field secretary of

In her estimation a child of 
five years of age was old enough to join 
a missionary band or Junior Endeavor 
society. Little children should be 
taught about the children of otlier lands, 
of the geography of the different coun- 
tries, products, ete., thus increasing the 
interest in missionary work. It is best 
for children to have some definite ob- 
ject to work for and children’s minds 
should be trained while they are plastic. 

After the singing of a hymn, the topic 
was open for discussion, Rev. F. A. 
Wilson of the Free church asked how 
many of the churches were in the habit 
of holding regular monthly missionary 
meetings. Nearly every church re- 
sponded in the affirmative. The ques- 
tion was discussed by Rev. Mr. Wilson, 
Rev. Charles H. Oliphant of Methuen, 
Rev. F. R. Shipman of the South church, 
Rev. Edwin Smith of Ballardvale, Rev. 
F. A. Page of Trinity church, Lawrence, 
Rey. Charles W. Huntington, D. D., of 
Lowell, and others. Rev. Mr.. Page ex- 
pressed the opinion that people gave so 
little for missious for the old-fashioned 
reason that they did not want to part 
with the money.

Twelve years _ago the total registra- 
tion, was 337, and of these 220 Were in 
the classical and 117 in the scientific 
department. The next year the total 
was 248, with a gain of 13 in the English 
and a loss of two in the classical depart- 
ment. In 1891=92,> large” gains were 
made in both branches. The total went 
to 413, divided into 257 classical and 156 
English students, the classical still forg- 
ing ahead. Two years later, the classical 
branch numbered one hundred more 
than in-1892,- while.the scientific. depart- 
ment jumped to'183. 

In’ 1895, the (high water mark was 
reached, when there: was a total of 505 
enrolled students, with 293 in the class- 
ical and 212 in the scientific depart- 
ments. Next year the attendance fell 
off to 448, but the classical department 
still kept way in the lead by over 100, 
The falling off continued in 1896--’97 to 
391, with the loss principally in the 
classical: department, The falling off 
was easily explained by natural causes, 
higher tuition, anda desire ou the part of 
the authorities not to°have more stu- 
dents than they could well accommodate, 
being the principal reasons for the les- 
sened attendance. The next year, the 
number of students increased in slight 
measure, the classical gaining and having 
241 students numbered on its list, while 
the scientific department fell away to 
156. In 1899-1900, the total was 409, 
and the seesaw of gain and loss this 
time worked to the advantage of the 
scientific department, .227 classical and 
182 scientitic being the enrollment. 

In 1901-"02, the classical again dropped 
in number of students to 211, and the 
scientific, also, to 173, making a total of 
384. This year’s decrease has taken 34 
students from the classical department, 
as it was last year, and added eight to 
the scientific. This further decrease is 
also. readily accounted for. The first
